HURT’S OFFER TO ATLANTA. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 26, 1899.—To the Committee on Electric and Other Rail- 


ways of the City of Atlanta. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith suggest the following 


propositions to the city government which, if acceptable, I will recommend and 
endeavor to have promptly accepted by the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 


pany and the Atlanta Railway Company. 

The recent financing of these companies provides for a bonded stock issue 
of $2,000,000 and a bonded indebtedness of $5,000,000, of which there is reserved 
for future extensions and improvements $73,000. The bonds in reserve will 
build a new power and lighting station of sufficient capacity to light the city’s 
streets and to supply power and lights for domestic and manufacturing pur- 


poses. 


It is estimated that after building a lighting station there will be left in 


reserve a large amount of bonds, which will be used for future extensions of 


the lines. 


A proper sinking fund is to be provided for the bond issue. 


The 


bonds will all bear 5 per cent, except $225,000 of the bonds of the old Atlanta 
Street Railroad Company, which will bear 6 per cent. 

I propose that out of the annual earnings, commencing January, 
1900, the dividends on the capital stock will be the first year 4 per 


cent; for the year 1901, 5 per cent and thereafter 6 per cent. 


All 


dividends above 6 per cent will be divided one-fourth to the stock- 
holders and three-fourths to the city for improving the streets and for 
} 


public shcools. 


The companies, acting with the city, to lay out and build all extensions of 
lines which may be needed, and in the event of any disagreement, the same to 
be determined by a commission to be established by the state legislature. 

The city to have the right atany time, after twelve months’ no- 
tice to the companies, to purchase the properties by paying par for the 
stock, after any dividend period, and assuming the bonded indebted- 


ness. 


In order for the city to receive the benefits from such an arrangement 
and to avoid a constitutional objection, ‘f any, the companies’ franchises to 
be amended in accordance with this agreement.

By this arrangement the companies will continue to pay their taxes, but the 
paving laws to be so amended as to relieve the companies from paving, except 


to restore paving which it may remove. 


In order to secure good service to 


the public, all complaints and criticisms 


to be left to an officer to be selected by the city who shall have authority to 
adjust the same with the companies, and falling, to make complaint to a com- 


mission to be established for the purpose. 
The entire matter to be considered and so arranged as to secure to the com- 
panies and stockholders their rights and to secure for the public and to the

ischarge of the obligations of the public carrier. 


I am moved to suggest this proposition by a consideration of the 
fact that the franchises which have been granted and have for years 
proven unprofitable to the owners of the street railway companies, have 
now grown to a value on account of the increased population of the 
city, which merits a consideration of the advisability of the city’s 
securing, if possible, a fair interest in the future growth of the prop- 


erty, 


and the further consideration that the owners of a large ma- 


jority of the stock of the companies are Atlanta citizens, who will be 
satisfied with a reasonable return for their investment, and who, it 
is believed, would be willing toso adjust these public utilities as to 
secure to the city great benefitsin the future, which might other- 
wise be enjoyed by foreign investors in the stocks of the companies, 
and which could not be reclaimed until the expiration of the present 
franchises, running from forty to fifty years.

In my talk last night my only effort 
was to place before you a few plain 
facts as it seemed to be my duty, as 
some one has been misrepresenting 
the company I manage. I1 would call 
your attention to the fact that there is 
possibly not a lighting company in 
this country today with as rich a list 
of stockholders, They are my per- 
sonal friends and will back me as a 
unit. 

We have been tn possession of the 
lighting field in Atlanta for eight 
years, and have built up a large busi- 
ness by good servjce at low prices. 
Our present prices are as low as any 
I know of anywhere. So the field for 
competition is a very uninviting one. 

We have spent nearly a million dol- 
lars in cash and can't get it out of At- 
lanta if we wanted to. If a competl- 
tive plan is built, even if we had the 
inclination, we cannot run, but must 
Stay and fight. , 

We occupied the fleld first, we have 
vested rights, and we shall maintain 
them to the last dollar. 

One has but to look about to find 
unmistakable evidences of the disas- 
trous nature of the competition of 
public service industries. They are 
natural monopolies. No sane man will 
put money into such competition, It 
is a financial suicide. It means the 
destruction of property. No man with 
a proper regard for the rights of oth- 
ers will undertake it. 

Look at the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany’s history. The Consolidated has 
had numerous opportunities to acquire 
it.at reasonable figures. Instead, it 
chose to spend thousands of dollars in 
fighting and has finally given thrice 
the price that the property could have 
been bought for a short time ago. 
This is always the result. Somebody 
has got to pay for these fights. And 
it is significant that in the case just 
cited the Atlanta Railway Company 
did not, but got paid in full. 

It is true that our physical equip- 
ment could be duplicated today for 
much less than it cost us, due to the 
general lower scale of prices. But 
that does not mean duplicating our po- 
sition by any means. We must and 
will continue to do the lighting, no 
matter how many plants are built. 
More will be lost before the fight Is 
over by some one than our entire cap- 
ital stock. 

As an alternative proposition, if you 
will give me the benefit of the best 
prices you can get from Hurt and his 
associates, and will give me an option 
long enough for me to turn around, I 
am confident I can handle the whole 
deal.

Adopted by the Railroad Commission 
of South Carolina. 

Columbia, 8. C., July 26.—(Special.)— 

The state railroad commission da 

made public its new standard tari f 

cotton freight rates, which becomes ef- 

fective August 25th. The tariff provides 


on the present rates, which was establish- 
ed when the state was producing not 
more than 400,000 bales of cotton. This 
is said to be the lowest local cétton 
freight tariff of any now in operation in 
the United States. It was prepared and 
adopted by the commission only after a 
thorough study of the question and after 
numero@s hearings accorded the railroad 
traflic-managers.

LETTERS CONTINUE TO COME 


Remains Will Be Placed in Casket 
at 9 O’Clock This Morning. 


INCINERATION IS TO BE PRIVATE 


Funeral Urn Has Been Selected, and 
in It the Ashes Will Be Carried 
Away by Mrs. Ingersoll. 


New York, July 26.—Walston, the home 
at Dobbs Ferry where Robert G. Inger- 
soll died, was a quiet place today. The 
body of the dead agnostic lay on his 
flower covered bier. Only the widow 
and daughters sat near, all the others 
kept away. Three hundred letters were 
received today from all over the country, 
most of them from intimate friends.

Manley, of Maine; Mrs. Blizabeth Cadv 
Stanton, who wrote a beautiful letter of 
hope and sympathy; Octavo Thanet and 
Owen Miller, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians. 

Colonel Ingersoll’s body will be cre- 
mated tomorrow. The coffin was sent to 
Dobbs Ferry today, but it ‘remained al} 
day at the local undertaker’s. It is a 
plain black cloth covered coffin without 
ornament or handles of any kind, and 
without even a name plate. It is simply 
a box In which the dead may lie at rest 
during the journey to the crematory. 

The body of the dead agnostic will be 
transferred from the bier to the coffin 
at 9a.m. Whenever the widow is ready, 
the hearse will start down the long hill 
that has been the joke of Colonel Inger- 
soll many a time. A _ special train will 
be in waiting at tif station to take the 
party to New York city. It is only a few 
minutes to Fresh Pond, L. I., from there. 
The incineration will be strictly private. 
The time has not even been set, in order 
that the public may not know. The 
funeral party will wait during the hours 
while the body is belng consumed, to 
take the ashes back with them. 

The funeral! urn has already been se- 
lected. It is Jie choice from a thousand 
of George Gray Baynard, the sculptor, 
and the dead man’s friend. This is only 
temporary, but it wiX satisfy Mrs. Inger- 
soll until a finer one can be made. She 
is determined that the ashes shall not be 
away .rom her a single moment.

Miss Lula Fuller Begs the Police for 
a Place To Sleep. 


TELLS A PATHETIC STORY 


Says Her Money Gave Out and She 
Has No Work—Chief Manly 
Will Take Up Case. 


About 7:30 o'clock yesterday evening a 
young woman, quite stylishly dressed, 
entered the office of the stati sergeant 
at the police barracks and «i to ses 
the chief of police. She was told the 
chief was at his home. 

“Well, perhaps you ean help me,” 
said the young woman to the station ser- 
geant. 

She paused a moment and then burst 
into tears. With her face buried in her 
hands, and in a sobbing voice she said:

“I came to Atlanta from Chattanosga,” 
she said, “last October to get work, and 
I secured a position with a family, in 
West End. I sold all my earthly pos- 
sessions when I left Chattanooga and 
when I arrived here I had $65. I got out 
of work and my money has been going 
to pay board. Tonight I owed $1.3 to 
my landlady and she told me that she 
could credit me no further. I was forced 
to leave the house and let my trunk re- 
main until I could pay what I owed. IT 
have not a cent of money in the world, 
and I have been forced to come to ths 
police baracks to beg a place to sleep.” 

She was given one of the detention 
wards, and this morning her case will be 
laid before the chief of police. 

Miss Fuller is about twenty-five years 
of age, and a woman of prepossessing 
appearance. She stated to the officers at 
the barraeks that she had a married sis- 
ter.and two brothers in Atlanta, but thev 
would not help her. 

‘T called upon one of my brothers a 
few days ago,” she said, “and asked him 
for some money to pay my board. His 
reply was that he did not care for me to 
bother him any more. I left him saying 
that . would never bether him again.”

Southern Standpoint."’ Mr. Tompkins was

Speech of D. A. Tompkins. 
In part, his speech was as follows: 
“Time brings every youth to a period of 


maturity. When this period is reached 


the youth becomes a young man and 
realizes that he must abandon the rules 
that governed his younger life and adopt 
those necessary for his entrance into the 


| affairs of life with full grown men. 


“In the development of nations there 
come also periods when changed condi- 
tions must he recognized. This nation is 
face to face with one of these periods. 
We cannot stand still. We must go 
ahead or go Dackward. Under a system 
of protection we have developed our man- 
ufacturing Interests to an extent that 
the domestic market will no longer ab- 
sorb our manufactured products. Indeed, 
it has been shown by statistics that our 
factories can made goods enough to sup- 
ply in eight months all our domestic re- 
quirements. Under adverse influences we 
have already developed a very considera- 
ble export trade. It is this trade that is 
relieving our cotton factories and taking 
all their surplus product. If we can con- 
tinue to extend this trade we may con- 
tinue to build mills indefinitely and still 
prosper. If we lose this trade we have 
too many mills now. 

“If we continue this development there 
is ample room for all the cotton mills 
in the south and in New England also. If 
it is not continued {it will be not only a 
war between the mills of New England 
and the south, but many of the mills ot 
the south will destroy each other in the 
competition of domestic trade. 

“The cotton crop of the United States is 
about 10,000,000 bales. If this entire crop 
was turned into plain sheeting it would 
require the services of 1,000,000 employees. 
This is reckoning on a basis that our 
operator will turn ten bales of cotton into 
standard sheeting in one year. Then reck- 
oning the population of tne south at 20,- 
OO0,0W0, estimate that of these 12,000,000 are 
white people, and it becomes plain that 
we can easily spare 1,000,000 white people 
for operatives of factories to turn 6 
cents cotton into 18 cents cotton cloth. 
it we export this product we receive 
from abroad $900,000,000 for cloth insteaa 
Of $300,000,000 for raw cotton. This is 
without increase of population. It is 
without additional outlay over and above 
what we now outlay. It means a profit of 
twice the present gross value of the cot- 
ton crop. It means that people who now 
have one dollar to spend will have three 
dollars to spend. It means looking after 
our material interests and ‘having mate- 
rial prosperity.

At the conclusion of Md. Tompkins’s ad- 
dress, the chairman introduced Hon. J. 
Pope Brown, president of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Soctlety. President 
Orr said that the speaker needed no for- 
mal introduction to a Georgia audience, 
as he was known the state over as a 
champion of the people's interests, 

Mr. Brown was warmly received and 
announced that he would read his pre- 
pared address. ‘The subject,’ said he, 
‘if of such importance and magnitude 
that were I to attempt to speak off- 
hand, I am afraid that I should never 
know when to stop, and out of consider- 
ation for the feelings of the convention, 
I have decided to read from my mawqu- 
script.”’ 

His address was as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Southern Industrial League: A full de- 
velopment of our varied and wonderful re- 
sources depends upon a symmetrical de- 
velopment of the whole. The ‘Interde- 
pendence of Commerce and Agriculture’ 
is universally admitted, but seldom real- 
ized. To impress this great truth upon 
the minds and hearts of our people in 
itself would accomplish much good. It 
would clear the atmosphere. It would 
give a common starting point for all who 
would engage in the race for our full 
and: final development. 

“The farm and factory are our sources 
of wealth. The farmer produces the 
raw material, and the manufacturer tIn- 
creases its value from ten to one hundred 
fold. Notwithstanding the low price of 
cotton in 1894, produced at a loss by the 
farmers of the south, when every depart- 
ment of trade was stagnant, it was this 
staple that unlocked the golden vaults of 
England, turned again the wheels of 
commerce and averted the panic that was 
about to paralyze every industry in the 
land.

The farmers of Geor- 
gia are an honest, debt-paying people. 
The records will prove it. They have 
given their money, they have given their 
cattle. horses and mules, they have given 
their homes to pay their debts. They 
have paid from 10 to 25 per cent per an- 
num for money, from & to 100 per cent 
for supplies, Is it a wonder they lost 
Their homes? And yet you never hear the 
plea of usury nor the cry of stay law. 
Neither do they go into the hands of a 
receiver to rob their creditors. And 
right here I will say that if you will 
charge the farmer with the legal rate of 
interest on money ‘borrowed and a legiti- 
mate profit on goods ‘ought instead of 
the usury he has paid for money and ex- 
tortion. for goods he will not owe.a dollar 
today. In other words, tne debt today 
hanging over the agricultural world is 
the difference between legal interest and 
usurv and between jegitimate profnt and 
extortion.

XIII. THE ROMANTIC MOVE- 
MENT. 


‘As the romantic movement fs the card!- 
nal feature in the history of French 
literature in the nineteenth century and 
in many respects its most important fea- 
ture in all its history it will be best to be 
at some little pains to understand it. We 
will therefore first summarize ‘briefly the 
‘history of French literature previous to 
the romantic movement, and then, 
ondly, indicate briefly what the romantic 
movement really was. 

The sixteenth century, 
renaissance, was the age the 
literature of France first | its 
modern form. It was an age of freshe 
ness, of exuberance, of invention, of in- 
dividual experiment and trial. In many 
respects it was a iawiess and gelf-govern- 
ing age. But it was the age of Rabelals 
‘and Calvin, and later on of Amyot and 
Sortalene, and it could not be but that 
the literaiure of the country should re- 
ceive and retain the impress as regards 
style, phraseology and method of treat- 
ment of these great masters. In poetry 
it was the age of Wonsard and the 
Pleiade, that remarkable group of schol- 
@rs who consciously and formally ene 
deavored to mold French poetry and the 
literary language of France upon the 
models of the classic literatures of Greece 
a@nd Rome: the age, too, when Jodeile, 
one of the Pleiade, instituted the French 
tragic drama upon the restricted plan of 
the Latin dramatist, Seneca. But, on the 
whole, it was an uncritical age, with 
many extravagan-ves, many incongruities 
and much verbal infelicity and uncouth- 
ness.

seventeenth century. 
be, the uncompromising stickler for con- 
formity to time-honored patterns, was 
the dominant influence, French poetry be- 
came a thing of highly finished and defi- 
nitely Constructed art.

The 
Critical and expository work of the age, 
so far-as the reaction against classicism 
is concerned, is seen almost wholly inthe 
work of Mme. de Stael. But Mme. de 
Stael was something more than a mere 
critic and expositor. In her enthusiasm 
for liberty, and in her sympathy with the 
‘emotions and impulses of womankind, she 
gives indication of the approach of the 
new era, both in its better and in its 
less admirable phases, She is indeed its 
true herald. 

There was an interval, however. A, 
new generation had to be born. In the 
meantime Lamartine (179-1869) appeared 
and became an almost exactly representa- 
tive connecting link between the old era 
and tfre new. He had the reverence for 
established form, the spirit of uniform 
compliance with accepted canons of taste 
which ever characterized the classicists. 
But he also had the note of sympathy 
with nature, which was one of the char- 
acteristic features of the new era; but 
the note had no real power in it, no dy- 
namic quality, no vital intrinsic character 
or individuality. It was merely a premo- 
nition of the voices of the greater age 
that was to follow.

His 
life was too intense and too exuberant, 
not to feel the inadequacy of the literary 
theorles of the time. His ‘Cromwell’’ in 
127 contained a preface which was the

®terature, and the plece was a bol ro- 
In 1828 he published ‘Les 
Orientales,”’ breathing the cholcest spirit 
of eastern Inspiration. In 1830 ‘‘Hernani’’ 
Was represented at the Theater Francais, 
the national theater, in the midst of vio- 
lent opposition which showed the deep 
Interest that the (Parisfans took in the 
question at issue. The battlhl—not a 
igure of speech—was more than a con- 
tention for a theory of literature, it was 
one for the deliverance of “Hterary art.
